That it was not twice as many 
was a tribute to the persistency 
with which Maidstone packed 





their goal to keep.the eager Wy- 
combe forwards at bay, and to 
some plucky saves later in the 
game by goalkeeper Apps. 


lt needs the goad of tough op- 
position to spur the Wanderers to 
their best,- Unhappy Maidstone 
were. by no means tough opposi- 
tion and the Wanderers were far 
from their best.

_ Appetite was whetted by a goal
